Wash ington.—Th e vagaries of tor­ 
nadoes, one variety of wh ich recently 
snuffed out more th an 800 lives in 
th e Middle West, h ave almost com­ 
pletely baffled th e research es of sci­ 
ence. 
Th e 
suddenness 
with 
wh ich 
th ey strike, and th e destructive force 
of th eir attack, h ave made scientific 
study ex tremely difficult. 
Prof. William J. Humph rey s of th e 
weath er bureau describes a tornado as 
“a violent rotating storm of small di­ 
mensions.'’ 
Th e ch ances are, lie say s, 
th at not once in 1.000 y ears would a 
tornado h it th e same spot twice. 


Name Comes From Africa. 
Th e uame tornado originally was 
applied to a violent th understorm on 
th e west coast of Africa. 
Th e variety 
<»f storm now called by th at name, 
h owever, is peculiar to th e Mississippi 
valley region of th e United S:ates, 
and rarely occurs in any oth er part 
of th e world. 
Doctor Humph rey ’s rec­ 
ords sh ow th at it does not occur west 
of Denver; is found only occasionally 
in south ern Canada; is rare in th e 
eastern part of th e United States, and 
is not destructive in or ^ust of th e 
APegh eny mountains ex cept in Ala­ 
bama and Georgia. 
Th e ex planation is th at th e Rocky 
j mountains, ex tending generally north 
aiij south , guide th e cold air draining 
to th e soith from th e Canadian Rocky 
region. 
Th e 
drift 
of 
winds comes 
across th e warm waters of th e Gulf 
of Mex ico and starts north across th e 
United States. 
Th e meeting of th ese cold and warm 
currents of air starts up a rotation 
between th em, Doctor Humph rey s ex - 
p ains, adding th at no oth er part of 
th e world h as th at geograph ic con­ 
figuration ex isting in th e Rocky -Gulf 
area. 


Less T han Mile High. 
Th e passage of th ese currents estab­ 
lish es violent rotations at cloud levels 
and th e wh irl beats itself down to th e 
bottom, usually from a level of less 
th an a mile above th e earth , to th e 
ground. 
Th e tornado only occurs in connec­ 
tion with a big rain or snow-bringing 
storm, and is usually from 1,000 to 
1,500 feet wide. 
Th e peculiar ph enomenon of 
th e 
tornado “skipping,” striking a spot and 
jumping over a stretch of country , 
leaving it undisturbed, is not so well 
understood. 
Th e upper parr of th e 
tornado seems for some reason to 
move ah ead, breaking off its lower 
portion, and th en, as it speeds on, th e i 
wh irling wind finds its way to th e 
ground again.
